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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Takahashi's method results 
in the encapsulation of the pigment with ethylenically unsaturated polymerizable compound and a resin. The Examiner respectfully submits 
that the applicant does not provide any factual evidence to show that the ethylenically unsaturated polymerizable polymer in the resin matrix 
is not water soluble. 

Applicant argues that the process of making the Takahashi's solid pigment has the step of water washing, which means the entire free 
ethylenically unsaturated polymerizable polymer will be washed. The Examiner respectfully submits that the surface of the free ethylenically 
unsaturated polymerizable polymer may be washed out, but how about the compound in the resin matrix? The teaching of the Takahashi et 
al. meets the limitation of claim 1 . The claim 1 recites no limitation that the ethylenically unsaturated compound must be present on the 
surface of the pigment. 

Applicant argues that the pigment of the instant application is spray dried. The Examiner respectfully submits that such limitation is not in 
the claims drawn to the process. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the step of spray drying) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant argues that Sommer et al. and Takahashi et al. are not combinable. In response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in 
the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the Examiner respectfully 
submits that Sommer et al. disclose that it is advantageous to use surfactant such as alkoxylation product of alkylphenols, fatty amine and 
et al. in an amount of 0-20%, in particular in an amount of 0-1 0% based on the weight of the pigment in the pigment preparation (col. 9 line 
66 to col. 10. line 25). In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 
871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091,231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant argues that anionic surfactant is optional in the teaching of Sommer. The Examiner respectfully submits that' optional" means the 
surfactant can be used in the composition. While the reference does not provide a specific example which falls within the instant claims, it 
should be noted that "A reference can be used for all it realistically teaches and is not limited to the disclosures in its specific examples". 
See In re Van Marter et al 144 USPQ 421 ; In re Windmer et al 147 USPQ 518, 523; and In re Chapman et al 148 USPQ 711. 
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
